VISALIA — A grant of 
$15,600 to aid in a study of the 
growth cycle of cotton under 
conditions of controlled 
environment has been approved 
by the California Planting 
Cotton Seed distributors board 
of directors. 

The project leader for the 
new study, which also has 
financial support from the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, is 
Dr. Robert S. Loomis of the 
University of California’s 
department of agronomy. 
Loomis has received 
international recognition for 
similar studies of other crops, 
including sugar beets. 

The end result of the project 
is to establish basic data on 
cotton plant behavior, which 
could lead to improvement of 
cotton yields and quality.

Required firewood permits 
for personal use, information 
about the availability of 
firewood and the procedures to 
be followed may be obtained by 
contacting Pinehurst Ranger 
station, Miramonte, California 
93641, phone 209-336-2881, 
from 8:00 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., 
Monday through Friday. 

If rain or snow makes access 
roads impassable, the cutters will 
be required to wait until the area 
is again open, Lloyd says. 

Forest Service officers will 
patrol both on the weekends and 
week days to insure that all 
wood cutters have valid permits 
and that no green trees are being 
cut. 

“Cutting of Christmas trees 
for personal use is prohibited on 
all National Forest lands in 
California,’ Lloyd stated as a 
reminder. There are numerous 
private landowners who grow 
\Christmas trees for sale and most 
growers will allow an individual 
to choose and cut his own tree.

Heat from cold: Huge deposits of 
natural gas have been discovered 
in places like Alaska, Northwest 
Canada and the Canadian Arctic 
Islands. We can bring some of it 
here in tankers. Some through

LOS ANGELES — A remote 
area near Vidal Junction in the 
eastern California desert is now 
considered the “preferred” site 
for Southern California Edison 
Company’s High Temperature 
Gas Cooled Nuclear Reactor 
Generating station (HTGR), it 
was announced this week.

Use of these nuclear facilities 
would conserve more than 35 
million barrels of fuel oil per 
year which could otherwise be 
required to meet energy needs in 
Southern California, Smith says.

PORTERVILLE — Five new 
courses in the area of physical 
education activity and theory 
are included in the spring 
schedule at Porterville College, 
according to Dr. Allen Nelson, 
chairman. of the division of 
health and physical education. 

Physical Education 13, a 
course in Backpacking, is 
scheduled to meet at the college 
at 9:30 a.m. on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays when the new 
semester begins on January 14.

A class in Roller Skating, P.E. 
18, will be taught at the 
Skateway at 8:40 am. 97 
Tuesdays and Thursdays, Dr. 
Nelson said. The class will 
include instruction in the basic 
techniques of roller skating, and 
will emphasize its importance as 
a. life-time activity to maintain 
physical fitness. 

Each of the physical 


education activity courses will 
offer one-half unit of academic 
credit, Dr. Nelson said, and 
enrollment is open to the public. 

Two evening division classes 
will involve theory and practice 
in physical education and sports. 

Prevention and Treatment of 
Athletic Injuries will be the 
topic of P.E. 52, which will meet 
Monday evenings from 6 to 8:00 
p.m. for a nine-week period. The 
course is designed to, teach 
students how to prevent and 
treat common athletic injuries 
and is especially recommended 
for adults in the community 
who are working with youth 
groups in which physical activity 
or sports are involved.

society, U.S. Bureau of Sport 
Fisheries and Wildlife, University 
of California at Berkeley and the 
USS. Forest service. 

The California Condor, 
largest land bird in North 
America, is considered an 
endangered species by both state 
and federal wildlife agencies. 
Once found along the western 
coast of the United States in 
large numbers, the total 
population today is estimated at 
50 to 60 birds. 

Largest of the two areas to be 
acquired to provide additional 
security for nesting and feeding 
Condors is the 1,871-acre 
Hopper ranch. This area will be 
purchased by the U.S. Bureau of 
Sport Fisheries and Wildlife and 
then will be managed as a 
national wildlife refuge. 

The advisory committee gave 
strong support to the National 
Audubon society’s plans to 
purchase 480 acres known as the 
Green Cabin area. Roland C. 
Clement of New York, a vice 
president of the National 
Audubon society who attended 
the meeting, said his 
organization intended to buy the 
property and then resell it to the 
Forest service as soon as that 
agency was able to budget the 
necessary funds. 

The two purchases will 
provide important buffer areas 
for the 53,000-acre Sespe 
Condor sanctuary. 

The advisory committee, 
meeting recently in Porterville, 
inspected the nearby Blue Ridge 
Condor roosting area. This area 
has been used for many years by 
Condors in summer months, but 
increased human activity could 
drive the birds away. To prevent 
this, the Bureau of Land 
Management is planning to 
acquire additional nearby lands 
to provide security for the 
roosting condors. 

The committee also discussed 
the ‘‘recovery plan” being 
developed to aid the Condor and 
assigned responsibilities to 
member agencies for a number 
of objectives necessary for the 
survival of the endangered bird. 

The two principal goals of the 
plan are to halt the decline in 
the number of Condors and then 
to maintain the population at a 
secure level. 

Biologists hope to halt the 
decline in numbers. by 
preventing disturbance of birds 
at or near nesting and roosting 
areas, and then to maintain the 
population at a secure level by 
providing increased nesting, 
roosting and feeding habitat. 
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U.S. Department of 
Agriculture figures indicate that 
gross dairy farm incomes were 
up 10% for the first ten months 
of 1973, while prices paid by 
farmers for production items 
increased about 20%.

1. Continuation of a 
federally-financed project to put 
the company’s ditch system into 
pipeline, or to continue on a 
basis of ‘‘pay-as-you-go.”” 

At present the company hasa 
contract with the U.S. bureau of 
reclamation for a $486,000, 
interest-free loan to handle 
development work, with 
repayment over a period of 30 
years. 

Although voted by the board 
of directors about three years 
ago, the project has not “gotten 
off the ground.” New directors 
say they will immediately get 
this project moving. 

2. Establishing of a policy in 
which the amount of water 
delivered to a user is based on 
that user’s amount of stock in 
the company. 

Company by-laws provide for 
one share of stock for each acre 
irrigated, however this provision 
has been by-passed for many 
years. Members of the new 
board, also members of the old 
board, seemed to agree that this 
should be corrected. 

3. Does the Pioneer Water 
company have. sufficient water 
to supply new users, such as the 
400-acre Golden Lemon 
planting? 

Opinion seemed to be that 
the company has plenty of water 
- more than is now being used in 
its service area. Problem appears 
to be a distribution system 
capable of getting the water to 
the users. 

This factor relates back to the 
federal project - or construction 
of pipeline by use of 
stockholders money - with the 
further consideration appearing 
to be that Pioneer must get itself 


into position to sell its available_ 


water if the company is to 
operate with maximum financial 
efficiency. 

4. Improved procedures of 
general company management, 
including periodic audits, the 
implementing of actions taken 
by the board of directors, and 
better “communication” with 
stockholders.

LOS ANGELES -— A station 
to study weather and seismic 
conditions is being set up near 
Wasco as part of feasibility 
studies in connection with a 
proposed San Joaquin Nuclear 
project.

Geise stated in a long range 
forecast. requested by Tulare’s 
Farm Show committee that the 
dates of the 12th through the 
14th of February involve two : 
weather types, one ending the Con 
13th and one starting the 14th. 

The first weather type 
running through the 13th will 
feature clear days with 
temperatures in the high 50s and 
low 60s. The second system 
starting on the 14th is expected 
to bring a storm across the valley 
most likely the night of the 14th e 
or on the 15th. ; 

‘‘Naturally, we are very 
pleased with this forecast,” says 
George Serpa, 1974 show 
chairman. ‘“‘If Mr. Geise’s 
forecast is correct we can expect 
all dry days at the farm show. 


Nevertheless, long range 
forecasting is not an exact 
science anymore than short yt
